Kow, in tbo glorious timo of which I 
speak there aro going to bo vast churches, 
and thoy are going to be all thronged with 
worshii>e:'H. O, what rousing songs they \\-l'.\ 
ehig! 0, what earnest sermons they will 
preach 1 O, what fervent prayers they will 
offer] Now, in our timo, what is called a 
fashionable chiirch is a place where a few 
people, having attended very carefully to 
tboir toilet, como and sit down—they do not 
want to bo crowded, thoy liko a whole sc^t to 
themselves—and then, if tuoy liavu nny tiir.e 
left from thinking of their store and from ex- 
amining tho stylo of tho hat in front of them, 
they sit and listen to a sermon warranted to 
hit no man's sins, and listen to music which 
is rendered by a choir warranted to sing tunes 
that nobody laiowsl And then after an hour 
and o half of indolent yawning they go homo 
refreshed. Every man feels bettor after ho 
Las hod a sleep. 


In many of tho churches of Christ in our 


day the music is simply a mocker. I havo 
not n cultivated ear, nor a cultivated voice, 
yet no man can do my singing for me. 1 
have nothing to say against artistic music. 
Tho $2 or $j I pay to hear nny of tho great 
queens of song is a good investment. But 
when tho pcoplft assemble in religious convo- 
cation, and the hymn ia read, and tho angels 
of Grod step from their throno to catch tho 
music on their wings, do not let us drivo them 
away by our indillerence, I havo preached 
in churches whoro vast sums of money wero 
employed to keep up their music, and it was 
a3 exquisite as any hoard on earth; but I 
thought at tbo same timo, for aU ittatters 
practical, I ^vould prefer tho hearty, outr 
broaldng nong c-f a backwoods Methodist 
camp meeting. 


Let one of the* ttarvoling fancy songs 


sung In church get up before tho throno of 
God. How would it lool: standing amid tbo 
great doxologies of tho redeemed. Let tho 
finest operatic air that over went up from the 
church of Christ get many hours tho start; it 
will bo caught and passed by the hosonna of 
tbo Sabbath school children.
